banks and the remaining two are 
among those still in liquidation. 

Not a depositor of the 16 ranks 
which closed but whose affairs 
were straightened out either by 
merging with other banks or in such 
manner that they could re-open un- | 
der their own names, has lost a cent 
and it is not anticipated that anv 
loss to depositors will result from | 
the liquidations still in progress. 

‘Safety First” for Depositors. 

Hughes has made it the policy of 
his department to safeguard the in- 
terests of depositors first, and in 
the 16 cases cited directors and 
stockholders of five of those banks 
to put up $277,000 in cash to re- 
place depletions in their resources. 
One of these banks is still under 
liquidation. 

In the cases of 12 he has required 
directors and stockholders to make 
bonds and guarantee liabilities of 
$1,675,000, making total liabilities 
assumed by directors and stock- 
holders of 16 banks of $1,952,000. 
On top of that, examiners of the 
department have discovered here 
and there in various banks, securi-— 
ties of doubtful market ability, to 
an aggregate in excess of $250,000, | 
and these also the directors and 
stockholders have been compelled to 
take up to the end that solvency of 
the institutions be maintained un- 
impaired. 

Some Cases of Negligence. 

These conditions are traceable in 
the main to negligence, in Hughes’ | 
opinion, although his “trouble” 
cases have included two in which 
charges of shortage had been made, 
and others in which “tight” money 
and stagnant business conditions 
had proved injurious.

“The most probable fact is that 
having failed to put as much re- 
striction on the Japanese position 
and activity in the Far Edst as she 
desired at the Versailles conference, 
the United States has sought a dif- 
ferent opportunity in the form of 
the Pacific conferenc¢. 

“The future center of the world’s 
markets and wealth lies in China and 
Siberia. It is cnly too natural for 
America, therefore, to want to re- 
strict the activity of the Japanese 
who posses intimate relations with 
the above quarters, and who occupy 
superior positions there. 

“The proposed conference, in this 
and many other senses, is a con- 
vention to which greater importance 
attaches in the Japanese estimation 
than to the Paris conference. The 
Japanese must be prepared to. re- 
ject whatever proposals may be 
made at the conference in disregard 
of rights and interests of the’ peo- 
ple in the Orient. If Japan's pro- 
tests or claims should be ignored 
she should quit the’ convention.”

Yacht 
Club, driven by George Wood, the 
victor’s brother. The winner’s time 
for the 30 miles was 31m. 51.94s, an 
average speed of 56.5 miles per hour, 
Miss Chicago’s time was 35m. 15.02s. 
Only two boats started out of the 
original entry list of 14. 

The Gold Cup event was the fea- 
ture of the opening here today of a 
10-day regatta that will end Sept. 
5 with the running of the Harms- 
worth trophy race. In addition to 
the Gold Cup race three other events 
were run off today. They were the 
first heats in the Detroit trophy for 
single-engined hydroplanes; the 
Wood-Fisher race for displacement 
boats, and the Sallan trophy cabin 
cruiser event. 

The Detroit trophy race was won 
by Baby Sure Cure of Detroit. The 
Wood-Fisher event went to Baby 
Gar, driven by “Gar’’ Wood, who 
established a new world’s record for 
displacement boats by driving the 
craft at a speed of 43.1 miles an hour. 
The Sallan trophy race for cabin 
cruisers was won by White Cap II of 
the Toledo Yacht Club in a field of 
21 starters. 

Miss America’s victory today gives 
her 14 points on the race, the total 
number of original. entries being ec- 
counted for in the points system of 
scoring. Miss Chicago receives 13 
points.

to beat them. 

But they will be beaten! 

Kumagae has time and again 
been pitted against our best play- 
ers. One year he ranked as high 
as third’ in our list of first 10 men; 
but that was in a year of absen- 
tees. He has averaged as good as 
fifth since he came to this coun- 
try. Shimidzu, too, has faced Amer- 
icans in singles and he has played 
well; but the encounters of these 
Japs with Ameriean leaders inev- 
itably show that the Orientals 
cannot quite attain to the Amer- 
ican heights. Masters of the back 
court game, they fall a trifle shy 
in power and daring. Both John- 
ston and Tilden have proven their 
mastery over Kumagae and 
Shimidzu decisively.

It requires mere ama- 
teur clairvoyance to forecast the 
mighty rumble that will arise if 
by chance both million-dollar 
Gotham enterprises win their 
respective pennant races and come 
within slicing distance of the well 
and favorably known world's 
championship melon.

Every now and then a train laden: 
with workers returning from the 
day’s toil in the city to their nests 
in the country roared past us on its 
way to the more distant suburban 
centers of Long Island. Occasional- 
ly a train would stop at the quaint 
station at Forest-flills and from it 
would eddy a little stream of hu- 
manity which would quickly disin- 
tegrate and scatter as the home- 
ward-bound army moved toward the 
picturesque dwellings of the town. 

On every side of me were peace, 
contentment and happiness, and it 
seemed so appropriate that all this 
should be in the heart of a land- 
scape of such rare charm. It was so 
different from what I had expected 
to find in America. I studied the 
faces of the little group on the ten- 
nis courts and | saw a clear reflec- 
tion of the genuine pleasure they 
were getting from their athletic di- 
version. Mrs. Bundy was laughing 
gayly as she matched her skill 
against her men opponents. To her 
the afternoon was a lark, and her 
carefree manner was typical. It was 
plain that she and ‘the others had 
solved the problem of combining 
recreation with the. more serious 
task of practice. 


Had Other Impression. 
And this brings me to the point 


in mind. It is that you Americans 
do not take your fun’ too seriously 
as all Europe is led to believe, Quite 
the contrary. In sports you get the 
last ounce of what sports have to 
offer in the way of physical invig- 
oration and mental relaxation. It is 
so whether your interest in sports 
is in the role of spectator or partici- 
pant. I have noticed that spirit in 
tennis, both among players and on- 
lookers. At the baseball games I 
was deeply impressed by it. The 
crowd was there to be amused and 
it seemed to make little difference 
whether the home team lost or won. 
If victory was to be the day’s pro- 
gram the spectators were pleased. 
If it was defeat they were philo- 
sophical. 

It is the synchronizing of relaxa- 
tion and exercise that develops the 
value of athletics to its highest 
point. Both in France and the 
United States we often speak of 
“going into sports seriously.” Just 
exactly what do we mean by that

Is it pos- 
sible that anybody can so interpret 
a manner of speech which means 
exactly the opposite thing? “a 
For the well being and happiness 
of those who “go into sports seri- 
ously” let us hope that they never 
put a literal interpretation on that 
form of describing what their inten- 
tion is. When we take up the sub- 
ject of sports “seriously” it is most 
essential we undertand that enjoy- 
ment and proficiency can be gained 
only by a proper adjustment of men- 
tal attitude. First, we must have a 
real fancy for the sport of our adop- 
tion. We must look at it not as a 
dull and colorless affair, with the 
spectre of monotony and drudgery 
always stalking before us—as the 
Gérmans do. Second, we must ap- 
preciate at the outset that our quest 
of success must also be a quest of 
enjoyment. If it is hard work to 
bring the mind to thatrway of think- 
ing then we might just as well go 
no further. It would be impossible 
in such circurnstances to reach either 
of the goals. Enjoyment would be 
denied, proficiency impossible. 
Misunderstood in Europe. 

You will see from the foregoing 
that my theories of fun and athletic 
proficiency are such that I have 
been greatly interested in the Amert- 
can attitut@e toward sport. In view 
of all I have observed since I have 
been in your country it is utterly 
impossible for me to understand how 
the impression ever became so gen- 
eral in Europe that the people of 
this country took their sports so 
seriously. It is a complete fallacy. 
Certainly you are just as joyous in 
your recreational activities as are 
the people of the old world. 

Everybody in America seems to 
be interested in some kind of sport. 
If it isn’t tennis, it’s golf; if not golf, 
baseball; if none of these then track 
and field atuletics, swimming, polo, 
yachting or something else. I am 
anxiously awaiting the day when 
France will be so immersed in ath- 
letic and sporting fervor as the 


United States is today.

In First Letter From Moscow, 
Marylander Asserts Present Gov- 


ernment Is Not Going to Collapse: 


—Nation Is Working Hard for Re- 
construction and in Many Ficlds 
This Is Well Advanced. 


Herewith is presented the first of Senator 
France's Moscow letters, based on his ezxpert- 
ences there during July. This was prepared as 
he was completing his tour and records his 
recommendationg as to the proper American 
policy in Russta. This policy he proposes to 
press vigorously at the nert session of Congress. 

By Joseph Irving France, 
United States Senator From Maryland.

IRST of all, let me make it clear that I am 
not a communist and never have been. Next, 
that, although I came to Russia primarily 


to study communism on its native heath, I find 


little of it here to study, for the Russians them- 
selves have abandoned communism’s most im- 
portant principles and have this spring and 
summer moved rapidly toward tried, conservative 
policies. By means of these policies they are 
working out their own salvation. 

Here, then, are my chief conclusions, based on 
a month of devoted study, aided most generously 
by some of the best minds in that remarkable 
group of men in Moscow: 


Russta is no longer ‘‘Red."” 

Russia has no designs on the world. 

Russia ig working hard for reconstruo- 
tion, and in many fields reconstruction is 
well advanced. 

The present Government is not going to 
collapse, 

Russia needs our help, and 

America, to restore our own foreign 
trade, needs to help Russia, and that 
without delay. 


My recommendation to the United States is 
for the immediate conclusion of a convention 
under which trade will be encouraged and com- 
missions from each country will proceed over- 
seas to investigate and report back. The result 
will certainly be diplomatic agreements as well 
as trade agreements, for no intelligent commis- 
sion could recommend otherwise. 


Russia Willing to Take Advice. 


. The Russian commission to this country will 
come not merely to see what goods we have to 
sell, but to study our Government, our banks, our 
factories, our offices. In all fields Russia needs 
advice and is willing to take it. Our commission 
to Russia should be like that which Britain sent 
(and which, by coincidence, I, returning from 
Russia, met at the Latvian border as the com-

mission was moving into Russia). It should 
have bankers, transportation men, economists 
and, of course, State Department representatives. 
It should study political and economic conditions, 
trade possibilities—specifically, credit possibili- 
ties—and, finally, should go into the matter of 
whether to recognize the Russian Government, 
and, if so, under what conditions, so far as mat- 
ters of peculiar interest to America are con- 
cerned. *’ 

Intentionally, I put political recognition as the 
last step. I think recommendation of this offi- 
cial act will come logically and normally at the 
end of a few weeks’ intelligent examination. by 
a capable commission. But in the meantime 
it is vital—to us and to Russia alike—that trade 
starts promptly. Here is what Russia must have 
without delay in the field of creative equipment 
alone—this, not to fill individual needs, but to 
supply tools with which to create new wealth: 

Locomotives, $120,000,000; metals, tools and 
machinery, $90,000,000; electrical goods, $17,000,- 
000; chemicals, $13,000,000; miscellaneous, $12,- 
000,000. Total creative goods, $360,000,000. 


$2,000,000,000 Credit Needed. 


These sums represent the very immediate, min- 
imum, imperative needs of Russian industry. I 
estimate that in the al] but immediate future and 
in other fields Russia will require for the rehabil- 
itation of her railroads and industries and for 
the general requirements of the people a credit 
of $2,000,000,000. Russia, more than any other 
European country, requires at once an initial 
working capital. This can be obtained only by 
a governmental loan resting on the general credit 
of the country or by a loan which shall pledge 
specific territorial concessions.

Personally, I feel that the potential resources 
of Russia are so great that if the immediate needs 
are financed it will be possible for Russia to m 
all just financial obligations, past, present 
future. I feel confident that there is a dispo- 
sition on the part of the best public minds of 
Russia to consider this whole qtiestion of Russia's 
obligations with an open mind and a spirit of 
fairness. I think this attitude will be encoun- 
tered by any capable commission we may send 
to Russia. 

My purpose in the forthcoming articles is to 
give America some surprising facts about Rus- 
sia, in strong contrast to prevailing impressions, 
and make it clear that the more America helps 
Russia the more America and the world are 
helped. 

Particularly, I shall show that communism is 
dead, that Russia is swinging steadily toward 
conservatism, in many cases approaching from 
the left the identical national policies toward 
which America is moving from the right. The 
immediate appointment of a vigorous American 
commission such as I recommend will do more 
than anything else to hasten Russia in this con- 
servative movement. Indeed, I think it the wery

quire by a separate treaty with Ger- 
many. 

The line of thought of those who 
contend that the new treaty does not 
safeguard America’s rights is that 
in the preamble America formally 
announced to the world that the 
treaty of Versailles signed by the 
United States was not ratified, and is, 
therefore, inapplicable to the United 
States. In later sections of the 
Hughes-Knox treaty, America spe- 
cifically claims rights and- privileges 
of the Versailles treaty. The question 
is asked how the United States can 
in one breath declare that a certain 
contract is null] and void, and in the 
next breath insist that certain parts 
of the contract are valid. 

Treaty Not Repudiated. 

In answer to this query, American 
officials say that the United States, 
while never ratifying the Versailles 
treaty, has never notified the other 
Governments of the world of any in- 
tention to repudiate that document, 
even though objection was made to 
certain parts of it, such as the 
League covenant. In other words, 
the treaty of Versailles unratified is 
just as live a document as the 
Hughes-Knox treaty, which has just 
been signed but is also unratified. 
Indeed, it appears that the American 
‘Government probably will take ref- 
uge upon occasion behind the fact 
that the Wilson signature on the 
Versailles pact indicated that the 
United States received certain rights 
and privileges from Germany under 
the Versailles pact, which cannot be 
lost simply because the American 
Senate failed to ratify certain obli- 
gations imposed in that treaty. 

Briefly the American attitude is 
that, having participated in the war 
with no desire to acquire territory or 
material gain, the United States has 
a perfect right to insist upon all the 
benefits and privileges which may be 
conferred upon other Powers, while, 
at the same time, refusing to accept 
any obligations to enforce the Ver- 
sailles treaty or any other compact: 

From the allies’ viewpoint, th‘s 
appears to be an intensely pro-Amer- 
ican, as well as selfish. position, but

approximately 5000 and that of 
Maricopa County 20,000, while the 
‘taxable value of property 
| county was $9,000,000. 

“In 1920 the population of Phoe- 
i nix had reached 29,000, that of Mari- 
copa County 89,000, while the tax- 
able value of property in the county 
was close to $100,000,000, or more 
than ten times what it was when 
the reclamation act was passed. 
These results are attributable main- 
ly to irrigation development by the 
I'nited States. In nature, that coun- 
try was distinctly arid, with rainfall 
wholly insufficient for any cultiva- 
tion. 

“The main staple product five or 
ten years ago was alfalfa, coupled 
with dairying, though there were 
many gardens and some fruits raised 
and other industries and a good deal 
of grain, but the most important 
staple was alfala and dairying. 

“A few years ago the success of 
long staple cotton was demonstrated 
for that region. That bringing very 
high large areas of alfalfa 
were plowed up, the cattle were sold 
and the people went extensively into 
the raising of long staple cotton 
That was very profitable up to 1919 
and was one of the principal reasons 
why the product that year was 80 
high. 

“In 1920 about 145,000 acres were 
planted to long-staple cotton, but 
the market failed and very little of 
that cotton has yet been marketed, 
although it was picked six months 
ago.

The Hoover organization, Wallis 
said, had been upholding democracy 
in Europe and through its relief op- 
erations had stabilized and strength- 
ened the new democracies resulting 
from the war, when they . were 
threatened with forces of disintegra- 
tion, because of hunger. 

“Chief officials in some countries 
told me with perfect frankness,” he 
added, “that the American feeding 
had been their political salvation and 
in all countries event the most cau- 
tious and guarded officials admitted 
it was a very material aid. Private 
citizens were more downright and 
positive. ‘American feeding saved us 
from Bolshevism,’ was their general 
view.” 

Reports Conditions Improving. 


Wallis expressed optimism  con- 
cerning the economic and political 
future of the nations, declaring that 
it is “entirely a mistake to suppose 
that Europe is sinking.’”” He said 
conditions were improving and order 
was being restored everywhere.

half a dozen years ago to reach as 
many prospective suicides as pos- 
sible and dissuade them from the 
deed. It also collects statistics on 
suicides. 

According to an announcement by 
the Rev. Dr. Harry M. Warren, who 
is both pastor of the nonsectarian 
Church of All Strangers and head of 
the Save-a-Life League, a total of 
6509 suicides was reported in this 
country during the first six months 
of the present year, as compared 
with 2771 suicides in the same period 
last year. 

The record of suicides among 
persons under 20 years old rose dur- 
ing the first six months of this year 
to a total af 507, while the figure for 
the corresponding period of 1920 was 
2295. showing the same fearful in- 
erease in these cases as among adult 
suicides, according to statistics of 
the Save-a-Life League. 

The adult suicides were divided 
into 4527 men and 1982 women, and 
the average age of the men was 43 
vears. The child suicides were di- 
vided into -214 boys and 293 girls. A 
large percentage of the girls took 
poison and most of the boys shot 
themselves, according to the report. 

The youngest suicide was 5 years 
old; the oldest was 1038. More than 
100 married couples ended their lives. 
During 1920 more than 500 persons 
killed others before ending their own 
lives. The increase of despondency 
and despair among farmers and their 
wives was atrikingly emphasized bv 
the number of suicides among them. 

Although poverty undoubtedly was 
the cause of man? suicides, it is a 
signal fact that many persons of 
wealth killed themselves. Thirty-six 
persons ranked as wealthy ended 
their lives in 1920 in this country. 
The death list also included 75 presi- 
dents or managers of large concerns. 

Among professional men, doctors 
headed the list, with 51 suicides re- 
ported to the league. Actresses and 
actors totaled 40; there were 34 pro- 
fessors and _ teachers. Fifty-nine 
bankers ended their lives, including 
14 bank presidents. Moreover. 12 
lergymen were suicides, as wel] as

In due course the unfortunate couple had to quit 
the expensive hotel where they were staying, leaving 
a post-dated check in settlement of their account. 
This check was not met when presented, and the elder 
woman. now removed to a smal! hotel in Monte 
Carlo. made her first attempt at suicide by poison. 
A subscription was set afoot by sympathizers to 
send the “sister” (she turned out to be the wom- 
an’s daughter) home to England. When handed 
over this money was immediately gambled into 
the void. A month later Mrs. G—— borrowed 5 
francs from a bartender, bought some bichloride 
of mercury, died in frightful agony and was duly 
cremated according to the laws of the Principal- 
itv of Monaco, which seeks to hush up all sui- 
cides. Not that there are so very many, despite 
the sensational tales one hears on a par with 
equally Munchausenlike stories of “breaking the 
bank.

The main span of the proposed Hudson River bridge compared 
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The project to span San Francisco Bay is compli- 
cated by the necessity of not interfering with traffic 
in the bay. Not only mercantile shipping is involved, 
but the Federal Government is directly interested be- 
cause of the army and navy requirements. There was 
no use.in considering a plan which did not leave a 
wide channel free for deep-sea traffic along the San 
Francisco wharves, and for unimpeded movement of 
navy vessels. 

It was this danger of jeopardizing water traffic 
which caused the long-discussed plan of utilizing 
Goat Island in a bay span to be abandoned. The is- 
land, about midway between San Francisco and Oak- 
land, lies too close to the channe! used by important 
shipping. The same considerations is responsible for 
the tunnel feature in the proposed passageway under 
and over the waters of the bay. 

The present tentative plan was drawn up by J 
Vipond Davies of New. York and Ralph Modjeski of 
Chicago, both of them bridge and tunnel engineers, 
who made a preliminary survey of the problem through 
the efforts of San Francisco newspaper publishers and 
motor car dealers A general bridge committee now 
meets regularly, consisting of public officials and busi- 
ness men not only of San Francisco and Oakland, the 
big railroad terminal, but also of Alameda and Berke- 
ley— Oakland suburbs in the east bay region—and 
San Mateo. 

The plan, total cost of putting which into effect is 
estimated at $40,000,000, proposes that the western 
terminal or end of the passageway be located in South 
San Francisco, near the China Basin, and the eastern 
terminal (the passageway crossing the bay on very 
nearly an east-and-west line) on the wuter front of 
Alameda, just up the bay from the site of the proposed 
naval base. 

Leaving San Francisco, the first portion of the pas- 
sageway is a tunnel, which dips beneath the bottom 
of the bay sufficiently to give a depth of 4° feet of 
water at mean low tide in this, the main channel] along 
the San Francisco waterfront It will be 35C0 feet 
long.

mounted by a lighthouse, this isiand forming the 
western end and anchorage of the bridge proper. On 
the concrete island will be built a ventilating plant 
for supplying fresh air to the tunnel 

The bridge proper, 11,500 feet long and consisting 
of about 40 spans of 300 feet each, will be of steel, 
on concrete pillars, and with a clearance of about 45 
feet for small craft, ending at a pile trestle which is 
3600 feet long and which bears the passageway to the 
shallow inshore waters of Alameda. 

At the eastern end of the trestle a mole, or “fill” of 
solid earth, 12,000 feet long, will be built to carry the 
passageway across the mud flats and lowlands to 
Oakland Creek, which separate Alameda from Oak- 
land. 

While details of the plan will be worked out later, 
the preliminary report of the engineers indicated their 
belief that they considered one 20-foot roadway for 
vehicular traffic in both directions sufficient. Two 
standard electrically equipped tracks are considered 
sufficient for rail traffic, including suburban electric 
trains and-.steam passenger and freight trains, the 
raitoad trains to be handled by electric motors. The 
tentative plans also provide for a sidewalk paralleling 
the roadway for vehicular traffic, although foot traffic 
will probably be light because of the distance. 

The total length of the contemplated passageway, 
including tunnel, bridge, trestle and mole, will be 30,6v0 
feet, or approximately 5.8 miles. 3v using the pas- 
sageway, the distance from the city hali in San Fran- 
cisco to the city hall in Oakland will be 9.38 miles, as 
compared with an air-line distance between those 
points of 8.13 miles. 

Construction experts say the project can be com- 
pleted within three years and eight months of the 
time work starts, allowing ample time for delays. 

And attention is called to the fact that the plan pro- 
vides an open draw for shipping 2300 feet wide and 4° 
feet deep, giving a wider and deeper channel than 
the approach to other deep harbors, while the bricre 
portion will be 40 feet above the water.

. The new potato potentates said little, but carried 
their pent-up enthusiasm to bed with them and long 
after midnight the importgnt events of the day would 
crowd for utterance.

This became impos- 
sible after the general bombardment of samples be- 
gan, and an exceptional lot only would be discussed. 
Pflim, for example, recalled having receipted for a 
shipment from three brothers in Aroostook, Me., which 
contained 57 potatoes. measuring, when laid end to 
end, over 500 inches; and another from a farmer near 
Kokomo, Ind., comprising 27, which almost taxed the 
capacity of two potato bags. The only comment this 
elicited from Pflam, who was a born humorist, was: 
“It don't take many like that to make a dozen.” 

While this beehive of activity was going on in the 
Chicago headquarters something was happening in the 
rural districts. The farmer who received a letter 
showed it to a neighbor who had not. The news that 
the Pflim-Pflam International Baked Potatoe Syndi- 
cate in Chicago was in the market for every big potato 
to be had. and at prices never before dreamt of, spread 
like a prairie fire. 

The farmers got busy digging potatoes, and at night 
their families sorted out the big ones. As the smaller 
potatoes would still bring the regular price by the 
bushel or carload, the sending, as free samples, of a 
dozen or more big ones, even if they were the Jumbos 
of the bin, meant nothing to the farmer, before whose 
eyes visions of a fortuhe loomed up. 

Something else was happening. 

A railway express messenger would find a bag or two 
of potatoes at the first station of his run. To this he 
attached no importance, but when he found another 
shipment at the next stop and one at each of the fol- 
lowing stops, he began to wake up. His express car 
was being rapidly converted into a potato bin, and 
before he got half way to Chicago he was obliged to 
wire ahead for more cars. Soon many of the trains

the syndicate the latter was filled to overflowing and 
storehouses were secured. 
Pflim and Pflam worked 18 hours a day signing re- 


ceipts for potatoes and searching for new places to 


store them. Their receipts by express assumed amaz- 
ing proportions. On top of these the freight ship- 
ments from distant points began to arrive over every 
road. Notifications of arrivals were received hourly, 
with requests that the cars be unloaded at once. This 
impossible. The syndicate was being over- 
whelmed. It was already receiving more than 10 
times as many potatoes free as its entire capital could 
have purchased for cash. And hundreds of thousands 
of the circular letters had not vet reached their desti- 
nations. The requests of transportation companies 
were followed by peremptory notices that if the 
Cars were not unloaded within 48 hours, de- 
murrage of $25 per car per day would be 
charged. Pflim and Pflam worked like 
Trojans, but they were unable to relieve 
the situation. 

Five days later a letter signed by Presi- 
dent Stuyvesant himself notified the 
syndicate that the switch yards were 
becoming, congested with carloads of 
potatoes, that the roads were suffer- 
ing for rolling stock for their regu- 
lar service and that already a 
line of freight cars loaded with po- 
‘tatoes extended from Randolph 
street. viaduct to Hammond, Ind. 
The letter closed with the words: 
“Something must be done at once 

to raise the blockade.” 
The syndicate officials proved equal 
to the emergency. Thus far they had 
given their entire attention to secur- 
ing and storing potatoes. Now they 
would devote themselves to selling and 

delivering them. 

They at once arranged with President 
Stuyvesant for dispatching four trains of 
potatoes, 30 cars each, to St. Louis, Cin- 
~ cinnati, Louisville, New Orleans, Richmond 
a, and other Southern points, consigned to Oscar 
Pflam: also six trains of the same size to Cleve-

land. Detroit. Buffalo, Rochester, Albany, New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. 
Pflam followed these shipments in person. Upon 


showing his samples to the leading private caterers and 
stewards of the big hotels and exclusive clubs, he was 
received with open arms. 

In New Orleans, where planked pompano and “baked 
a la mode” had just become the rage, he sold four 
carloads, while at Wormley's, in Washington, and 
Guy's, in Baltimore, where baked potatoes had super- 
seded the sacred hominy cakes in connection with ter- 
rapin, he disposed of six carloads. 

While Pflam was thus engaged, Pflim was doing 
things in Chicago. Here also the results surpassed 
expectations. Leading hotels and restaurants eagerly 
snapped up from 25 to 250 bushels each at from $3.50 to 
$5.25 per bushel, “spot cash at warehouse.”” Hector 
offered $7.75 a bushel for a carload lot, upon condi- 
tion that no potato should fall below seven inches in 
length. The offer was accepted. The Piushman Pal- 
ace Car Co. bought 1750 bushels, size not less than six 
inches. at $6.50 a bushel. These lots, together with 
large sales to wholesale houses. relieved the con- 
cestion so that new shipments could be stored a few 
davs after their arrival. Money now began to flow into 
the treasury of the syndicate. Checks and drafts 
amounting to thousands of dollars were received daily. 
Owing to Pflam's absence, Pflim was so overwhelmed 
with work that frequently he was unable to deposit the 
funds in the bank, and when midnight came he took 
them to bed with him. Business was booming beyond 
the boys’ wildest dreams. Shipments of potatoes were 
being received by the hundreds. Money was rolling 
in by the thousands. And no sign of a let-up. 

It was not long, however, before new clouds began 
to gather. The express messengers filed complaints 
that thev were befe overworked handling potatoes, 
and were obliged to sidetrack regular express matter. 
The express drivers were threatening to strike because 
they were worked overtime. And the general public 
sent up a howl of inefficient express service. 

One morning Pflim, on opening the mail, found a 
letter from an inspector of the Chicago Postoffice re- 
questing Oscar Pflam, secretary and manager of the 
syndicate, to call upon him. This, the young pro- 
moter reasoned, taken in connection with recent events, 
meant trouble. He became frightened, but he did not 
lose his head. “Mr. Pflam,” he wrote the inspector, “is 
in the East, but will reach Chicago in a day or two, 
when he will call on you.” Five minutes later he wired

Oscar to return at once. The latter, who was scoring 
further successes in the East-—-among his patrons in 
New York were the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Dells and 
Dorlans, while the heaviest purchaser in Boston was 
Billy Parks, who featured “baked a la mode” with 
broiled live lobster--was reluctant to suspend opera- 
tions. He lost no time, however, and the two dined 
together at Hector’s the following night. 

After discussing the situation they decided to engage 
counsel. From their contact with men of affairs they 
knew that the first thing a business man does when he 
gets into trouble is to hire a lawyer. They wanted the 
best—and that was, they knew, Col. Blackstone, who 
had for years been one of the leaders of the Cook 
County bar. So, armed with a check for $250, they 
called on their old friend and tendered him the money 
as a retainer. The Colonel, who had been absent for 
some weeks arguing a case before the Supreme Court 
at Washington, had not read any of the sensational 
news regarding the syndicate, and declined to accept 
the amount, assuring his young friends that he would 
be glad to serve them free of charge. This mei a 
prompt veto. Upon learning the nature and magni- 
tude of the enterprise in which thev had embarked, 
and surmising the difficulties he might encounter, the 
Colonel withdrew his objections and, together with 
his clients, called on the postoffice inspector.
